THREE YEARS’ PACT SOUGHT 


First Plan Would Exact Reci- 
procity in Deals With Us— 
Second Asks Stabilization.

GENEVA, Sept. 13.—How slightly 
Premier Briand’s head was ‘‘in the 
clouds’’ when he laid his ‘‘little 
cornerstone’ of a European federa-

had already prepared voluminous 
data before he spoke on means of 
carrying out the economic side of 
the idea. Two long and important 
memoranda which they have un- 
officially drawn up are being quietly 
circulated among some of the delega- 
tions with the probability that they 
will be laid before all members of the 
Assembly’s Economic Committee in 
a few days. 

The longer of these memoranda, 
which is most directly related to the 
Briand plan, suggests that the pres- 
ent Assembly instruct the League's 
Economic Committee to draw up in 
re. a draft of a ‘“‘pdct of eco- 
for three years, 
which would be submitted to 
ference in 1930. The next step be- 
fore the governments ratifying the 
pact would be to negotiate a three- 
year economic truce and a collective 
agreement for free circulation 
among them of capital, raw mate- 
rials, commodities and persons. 

The benefits of the agreement 
would be open to Great Britain, the 

States and other non-Euro- 
States only on a basis of 
reciprocity, which, it is held, would 
at least solve a United Kingdom 
problem by providing a free trade 
policy under which Britain could en- 
joy the adv@ntages of the agreement 
having to make a choice 
Europe and the empire, 
which the federation seems to re- 
quire. There would be provisions in 
the agreement preventing the United 
States and other third parties from 
reaping, through most favored na- 
tion clauses, advautages from a Eu- 
ropean market without reciprocity. 

Detailed Terms Outlined. 


Detailed terms for the pact and an 
outline of the collective agreement 
are contained in this memorandum.

answer. 


More Noise Might Help. 


On the day of the quarter-finals at Forest Hills 
there were eight of the leading tennis players of the 
country playing on the stadium courts. The same 
evening at Madison Square Garden there were some 
heavyweights on display, ranging from medium to 
sixth rate in pugilistie standing. The ordinary heavy- 
weights outdrew the brilliant tennis players by 3 or 
4to l. 

There's a chance that an increase in sound effect 
would bring out bigger and better tennis galleries. 
The games that draw the crowds are those at which 
unlimited and unrebuked rooting is allowed, en- 
couraged and even demanded, as at college football 
games. A man stirs himself into a frenzy of enjoy- 
ment and excitement by his own wind power. After 
he has cheered himself black and blue in the face, he 
can't very well walk out saying: ‘‘That wasn’t much 
to look at. I guess I won't come again.” 

But if the enthusiasm bubbles over the lI!lne of cor- 
rect tennis taste at a tennis match, the umpire turns 
around in his chair and announces in frigid and final 
tones that the gallery will refrain from such un- 
seemly conduct in the future. He doesn’t state the 
penalty for a breach of the law, but there’s a feeling 
in the air that the punishment would be something 
terrible. 

This is all very well as a tennis measure, but it 
serves to keep down the enthusiasm among the spec- 
tators if evidence gathered at other games is worth 
anything. 

An Explanation Is in Order. 


The demand for silence while the ball is in play ts 
fone to help the players, of course. Their attention 
is distracted by cheers, exclamations or odd noises of 
any kind. But why should this be so? Perhaps some 
tennis player will step up and give a logical expla- 
nation. 

The silence surrounding the making of golf shots 
might be by the adherents of the silent 
treatment in tennis, but the games are entirely dif- 
ferent. Tennis is a game in which the player tears

in the inquiry. In baseball and football they faced 
the big moments of their games amid the wildest 
cheering from the stands. It didn’t bother them at all 
or they would not have been rated good players. 

Wood had nothing to say about the sounds at For- 
est Hills, but Lott said the noise of the typewriters 
and telegraph instruments bothered him while he was 
playing Allison. The psychological circus at Yale 
broke up too soon. This is something they might 
have investigated with profit. Lott standing at the 
plate with the count three and two and the pitcher 
about to wind up to throw the ball probably never 
even heard the shouts, cheers and groans from the 
stands. But Lott rushing around wildly on the ten- 
nis court was so acutely conscious of the ticking, of 
telegraph keys and the tapping of typewriters that it 
affected his game adversely. 

With sound effects around the diamond, Lott led 
the Chicago varsity team in hitting, but he didn’t fare 
so well in the silent drama at Forest Hills. Who knows 
but that he might have dene better with unlimited 
cheering in the pinches? 


A Foolish Fear. 


Some tennis officials, in speaking of the occasions 
when galleries at tennis matches got a little out of 
hand, whispered fearsomely of a possible trend to- 
ward certain features of professional baseball root- 
ing: umpire-baiting and pop-battle tossing for height, 
distance and accuracy. 

Why drag in professional baseball? There is unlim- 
{ted rooting at some fine amateur sports. A football 
quarterback may wave his hand for momentary si- 
lence so that his men can get the signals as they are 
called, but that’s the only time when ear-splitting 
cheers are out of order around the gridiron. No polo 
player pulls up his mount sharply to request complete 
silence while he rides off an opponent or whacks a 
long shot down the field. 

College hockey players, basketball players, boxers 
and track athletes dash ahead at a faster pace when 
the cheering is louder and better. At least, that’s the 
theory upon which the whole college system of or- 
ganized cheering is built. If the colleges are right, 
the tennis system is all wrong. If the tennis attitude 
is right, one way to improve the football at any col- 
lege would be to shoot the cheer leader.

HELPING GERMANY PAY. 


By borrowing extensively abroad 
Germany has been financing the 
payment of reparations much as 
| France handled the indemnity im- 
posed upon her by Prussia in 1871. 
For Americans -the chief interest 
lies in the large amount of money 
which Germany has obtained from 
this country. While only about a 
third of the total sums borrowed 
has been in the form of government 
loans, the extensive credits to Ger- 
man municipalities, and in particular 
to German industries, have been of 
great help in setting Germany on 
her feet. American investments in 
Germany are now greater than in 
any other European country—in 
fact, they form about a third of 
America’s total advances to Europe. 
This is natural in view of the special 
demand for capital in Germany due 
not only to the restoration of Ger- 
many’s economic life but to the 
necessity for making large pay- 
ments on account of reparations. 
While America’s loans have not 
gone directly into the payment of 
reparations, they have greatly facili- 
tated it. 
How much longer Americans will 
continue to lend to Germany is a 
matter about which economists do 
not agree. Since the rise of money 
rates in New York the volume of 
new foreign issues floated in the 
United States has declined. Accom- 
panying this tendency there have 
been large amounts of foreign money 
transferred—temporarily at least— 
to the United States. Some infer 
that this marks the end of large 
foreign investments by the United 
States. They insist that the condi- 
tions which made possible the lend- 
ing of upward of $13,000,000,000 to 
foreign nations since 1914 were ab- 
normal, and that when these change 
the United States will cease to be a 
great international financial power.

Of the sixty persons who attended 
the meeting at 233 Broadway seven 
wished to retain the legislation which 
empowers the Department of Agri- 
culture to place embargoes and quar- 
antines upon plants and plant prod- 
ucts on the theory that fhey might 
harbor harmful pests, while twenty- 
one advocated the new measure. The 
others did not 
The majority opinion coincides with 
that held in recent years by mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Association, 
and that organization is expected to 
go on record next week as favoring 
the proposed legislation. 

The Federal Horticultural Board 
was accused of “arbitrary abuse of 
power” by Frank R. Pierson of 
Tarrytown, chairman of the board of 
the Horticultural Society of New 
York, who praised the bill as “an 
opening wedge for proper adminis- 
tration by the Federal Horticultural 
Board."’ He asserted that the board 
penalized the East and favored the 
West by placing embargoes based on 
the presence of Oriental beetles, 
which, he said, were far more com- 
mon in the West. 

J. H. Humphreys, president of the 
Eastern Nurserymen's Association, 
asserted that the Federal board

™! could show no good cause for using 


the Oriental beetle as a basis of 
quarantines, and that these quaran- 
tines had caused him to lose a nation- 
wide business.

Denies Has 
Been Asked and Says Nothing Could 
Have Barred Reappointment. 


Mayor Investigation 





Dr. Charles Norris, Chief Medical 
Examiner, announced yesterday that 
he would investigate the circum- 
stances of the death on Aug. 21 of 
City Magistrate Andrew Macrery. 
The hearing of witnesses will start 
in his office in the Municipal Build- 
ing on Monday at 2 P. M. 

The investigation, he said, would 
sift the charges of Edward V. Brod- | 
erick, an attorney, of 29 Broadway, 
that the magistrate died from a 
beating administered when he failed 
to make final payment of $30,000 ex- 
acted as the price of his reappoint- 
ment to the bench. Mr. Broderick 
made his charges at a political rally 
of the Patrick S. Dowd Association, 
600 West 125th Street, last Tuesday 
night. 

Mr. Broderick asserted that Magis-, 
trate Macrery's injuries had been 
inflicted while he was in the con» 
pany of City Appraiser Andrew B. 
Keating and Herman Bitterman, a 
real estate operator. Mr. Keating 
demanded that District Attorney 
Banton have Broderick indicted for 
libel. The grand jury on Thursday 
twice refused to indict the attorney. 

Dr. Norris said he felt Mr. Brod- 
erick’s charges reflected on the med- 
ical examiner's office. Assistant 
Medical Examiner Miles, who made 
the usual examination in cases of 
sudden death corroborated the find- 
ing of the magistrate’s physician as 
to the cause of death. He reported 
death as resulting from coronary 
scherlosis, a disease of the heart. 

Mr. Banton was asked if he intend- 
ed to have a member of his staff at 


the hearing. He said that while it 
was not customary for his office to 
be represented at inquests, he would 
be glad to send an assistant district 
attorney, if Dr. Norris so wished. 

The witnesses who are to be heard 
will be Municipal Court Justice John 
J. Sullivan, Mr. Bitterman, Mr. 
Broderick and Wallace T. Macrery, 
brother of the dead magistrate. in 
his speech Mr. Broderick asserted 
that Wallace Macrery had enter- 
tained suspicions of foul play. The 
brother denied this emphatically. 

Mayor Walker denied yesterday 
that he had been asked to order a 
John Doe investigation of Mr. Brod 
erick's charges. 

“If any specific charge or com- 
plaint is made to me," he said, ‘‘of 
course I will consider it, but up to 
this moment no charge or complaint 
has been brought to my attention. 
Nobody or no consideration could 
have prevented Judge Macrery’s re 
appointment by me because he was 
one of the best magistrates on the 
bench.”’ 

Plans German Colony in Mexico. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Sep. 13 (%).—A

IN GANG KILLING 


But Police Lay Third Murder on 
Upper East Side in Two 
Weeks to a Feud.

Also Operated a Speakeasy in 109th 
Street—Two Men and Woman 
Are Questioned. 





The police had no clue Jast night 
to the slayer or slayers of Thomas 
Ahern, a racketeer in liquor and in 
drugs, who was found dead in an 
automobile at 182 East 10lst Street 
early yesterday morning. Ahern was 


‘the third murdered man to be found 


in automobiles abandoned on the 
upper east side within two weeks. 
Detectives were working on the 
theory that Ahern, latest man to go 
on the ever-increasing list of under- 
world characters, ‘‘taken for a ride,"’ 
died as the result of a feud with 
fellow-racketeers. They had been un- 
able, however, to trace his move- 
ments after 10:30 P. M. Thursday. 


a speakeasy he operated in West 
109th Street. Unlike most of the vic- 
tims of underworld executions, Ahern 
eft without having received the usual 


telephone call that lures the man 
marked for death into the hands of 
his enemies. 

Two men and a woman found in 
the speakeasy were questioned by 
Captains Louis Hyams and Charles 
W. Stillson. Hyams said that Ahern 
was known as a “‘cop fighter.’’ The 
two men and the woman were unable 
to give the police much assistance, 
the detectives reported. 

Detectives heard that Ahern had 
lately dipped into the slot machine 
business. Although they were unable 
to obtain verification of this they 
were greatly interested since one of 
the earlier victims found on the up- 
per east side, James Batto, had been 
in that racket. 

Ahern, the police ascertained, was 
one of the few surviving members of 


the Peari Button gang. This gang 
about fifteen years ago had its 
‘“hangout’’ at Amsterdam Avenue 


and 101st Street. The group consisted 
of nine members, and got its name 
from the fact that the gansters all 
wore blue s*irts, like firemen, and 
had a pear! button on either side of 
their collars. The gang was one of 
the first broken by the police drive 
to rid the city of such groups. 


The slain racketeer had a police 
record that began in 1909. He had 
been arrested twelve times, usually 


being acquitted or gaining dismissal 
o fthe complaint. His last arrest was 
in February of this year, when he 
was charged with felonious assault 
and violation of the Sullivan law 
This charge was pending. His long- 
est term in prison was three years in 
Atlanta for peddling drugs in Balti- 
more.

Mr. Banton gave the data furnished 
to him by Dr. Wynne on Thursday 
to Assistant District Attorneys Ak 
bert B. Unger and George N. Broth- 
ers. 
| Mr. Banton said that the two assis- 


tants would begin their investiga- 
tion of the former night club pro- 
prietor’s organization early next 


week and that after thorough study 
it would be decided whether the mat- 
ter should be taken before a City 
Magistrate for hearing or before the 
grand jury. Mr. Banton was uncer- 
tain yesterday whether an illegal act 


had been committed and said that 
Dr. Wynne also was not sure that 
any law had been violated. 

Dr. Wynne’s inquiry disclosed an 
anomalous' situation. While the 


price of loose milk to the whole- 


salers was higher yesterday than it* 


was a year ago, when Fay’s organi- 
zation was formed, the retail price of 
loose milk was 11 cents a quart, the 
same as a year ago. The wholesale 
merchants, he said, are apparently 
content to pag their assessments to 


the milk chain association for the 
protection received by them from 
competitors who may cut prices. 

Milk dealers, according to Dr. 
Wynne, have been coerced into join- 
ing the association. One method 
was said to involve cutting off 


their sources of supply. A milk pro- 
ducer would be requested to stop 
selling to a wholesaler not in the as- 
sociation and if he refused, Dr. 
Wynne explained, would be informed 
that other wholesalers, members of 
the association, would refuse to buy 
from him. It was then a matter for 
the producer to choose whether he 
would lose one customer or a score 
or more. 

According to Dr. Wynne, the Fay 
organization has nine adjuseters who 
receive from $75 to $100 a week. The 
exact duties of the adjusters have 
not been disclosed, as Mr. Fay de 
clines to discuss his business. 

Dr. Wynne said he had no objec- 
tion to a single headed organization 
in the loose milk industry, but he 
preferred to see in such positicns 
men who Wve the respect and con- 
fidence of the public and who know 
the milk business 
After Fay’s organization was formed 
a year ago a wholesale milk dealer
